‘PREVENTIVE TREATMENT AND THE 
GENERAL PRACTITIONER 


FIRST LECTURE OF A LONDON POST- 
GRADUATE COURSE 


The inaugural lecture of a postgraduate course on the 
preventive treatment of disease was given by Dr. Harry 
RosertTs at British Medical Association House, Tavistock 
Square, on March 30. The lectures are being arranged 


by the London Panel Committee and the London Public: 


Medical Service. Dr. E. A. GREGG occupied the chair, 
and said that the idea underlying the lectures was that 
some form of instruction should be given to doctors 
which would enable them to use their knowledge in a 
preventive way, to treat conditions as they arose in such 
a manner as would prevent those conditions, as far as 
possible, from continuing to arise. 


** The Old Doctor ”’ 


Dr. Harry Roserts said that when he started practice 
in Cornwall over forty years ago he found that his 
interest in ordinary people, in the problems of their lives, 
and in their difficulties, was of more help to him than 
the very little technical knowledge which he then pos- 
sessed. He gained more technical knowledge in the course 
of time, as he had to do, because in those days 
the general practitioner had to cover the whole field of 
medicine. There were no specialists, except in the very 
large towns, and not very many there, and the nearest 
hospital to his practice was at Plymouth, sixty miles 
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away. One could be fairly certain that the successful 
general practitioner at the beginning of the present century 
was a first-rate practical doctor. His success depended on 
his personal capacity for inspiring confidence in_ his 
judgment and the results of the treatment he prescribed. 
Every doctor realized nowadays that in all illness and 
cure there was a large psychological and emotional 
element. A measure of tactful reticence helped to main- 
tain confidence, and not every patient or every patient's 
friend provided suitable soil on which the whole truth 
should be cast; nevertheless, his experience had been 
that it nearly always was advisable to tell a patient or 
his responsible relatives or friends as much of the truth 
as one confidently knew oneself. In almost every case the 
most honest and wisest course was to put all the cards 
on the table, to pretend to no knowledge which one did 
not possess, to explain to the people as much of the truth 
as they could grasp, to point out the difficulties and limita- 
tions of medical art, and say what one was trying to do. 


The Practice of Frankness 


Frankness was more than ever necessary to-day, when 
people no longer believed that doctors were * know-alls.” 
Five years ago. Sir Kaye Le Fleming said: 

“Preventive medicine cannot develop as it should without 
the co-operation of the public. Good health should be the 
right of every citizen, and the doctor's responsibility is not 
discharged by treatment alone. The patient has a right to 
know why he is ill, as well as the steps he must take to get 
well. Not until he insists on this point as a matter of course 
will preventive medicine come into its own.” 


Not all doctors equally well equipped so far as tech- 
nique was concerned and equally well furnished with the 
kind of knowledge expressed in medical textbooks and 
investigated by medical examiners were equally successful 
in practice, in curing sick people, and helping healthy 
people to keep well. Many were far too apt to look 
upon diseases in the way in which they were regarded 
by the natives of Central Atrica—that is, as so many 
demoniac entities which doctors were peculiarly equipped 
to exorcise—but when they went out into practice they 
found themselves confronted not so much by diseases as 
by men, women, and children who were ill. General 
practice to-day was a very different thing from general 
practice forty years ago, and a very different thing from 
what might be called general practice twenty years hence. 
To-day general practitioners were at the parting of the 
ways, and he thought it was very difficult for the majority 
of them to make general practice really satisfactory at 
the moment. Yet Lord Horder pointed out two months 
ago: 

“The family doctor is capable of being the most valuable 
member that society possesses. Without the mediation of the 
doctor how are the common people to link up with the health 
services? The question is whether the doctor has the courage 
and independence to adapt himself to the world that he lives 
in rather than to the world in which his father or his grand- 
father lived.” 

The Public Idea of the Doctor 


At the present time, Dr. Roberts continued, a large 
section of the public, especially the intelligent public, did 
not think very much of the general practitioner, the 
family doctor, or the insurance doctor, and they sought 
his services only because they could not afford to engage 
the services of someone who called himself a specialist. 
It was all very well to say that the public was foolish 
and incompetent to discriminate in such highly technical 
matters, and that it was easily taken in by quackery, 
whether registered or unregistered. But what sort of 
ground did doctors themselves give on which such pre- 
judices could grow and survive? The general practitioner, 
especially in his function of panel doctor, was a common 
Victim of criticism and attack in the popular press, but 
most of them received from many of their patients an 
admiration, affection, and respect often far beyond their 
due. It could be claimed that as a rule they gave value 


for the money they received, and worked far harder for 
every shilling they got than did the majority of men and 
women in the business and financial world. He was not 
a sentimental believer in the sanctity of the old-fashioned 
family doctor ; he believed that the average general prac- 
titioner of to-day compared well with him in technical 
knowledge and social conscience. But a great change and, 
in his opinion, a desirable change had taken place in the 
popular mind. The new public possessed different 
standards ; it demanded more, deserved more, and needed 
more. He could not help wondering whether the general 
practitioner had kept pace with the change. 

The medical curriculum was probably the longest and 
the most elaborate professional training in the world, 
and in many ways it was an admirable training, but its 
main structure had been determined long ago, when the 
science and art of medicine were very different in their 
scope and methods from present-day practice and theory. 
The changes that were made from time to time in medical 
education were relatively trivial additions to, or modifica- 
tions of, the existing tradition. As one result of his 
education, the average doctor in this country was an 
excellent diagnostician, and that was a very valuable 
thing. By suitable modifications in training and by such 
postgraduate courses as that now being inaugurated the 
present and the next generation of doctors could well 
become even more skilful diagnosticians. The basic 
importance of the general practitioner in any national 
system of health services was as a diagnostician. No 
matter how real specialism might grow or how exten- 
sively the hespital and clinic systems might develop, there 
must be some method of selecting the suitable cases for 
treatment and eliminating the unsuitable. He believed 
that the mastery of the art of diagnosis, with all that 
that implied, was the biggest contribution which the 
general practitioner could make to social welfare. But 
diagnosis was not enough by itself; the general practi- 
tioner should be competent to apply all relevant existing 
knowledge to the treatment of 99 per cent. of the patients 
who consulted him. 


‘©... and Prevention” 


In addition to those two functions there was one other 
which, although it would seem to be obviously within 
his province, the general practitioner or family doctor had 
fulfilled but indifferently—that is, the practice of pre- 
ventive medicine. In the whole course of medical train- 
ing the principles of healthy living were hardly referred 
to. If the general practitioner to-day had any knowledge 
of personal hygiene or any ideas on the personal care 
of health it was safe to say that he did not gather those 
things within the walls of his medical school. It was 
towards the raising of the general level of health, psychic 
as well as physical, rather than towards the securing of 
some slight extension of the length of life of an indi- 
vidual here and there that medical enthusiasm should be, 
at least in part. diverted. The additions to physiological 
knowledge in the last half-century had been enormous. 
All sorts of hygienic rules, which previously had had 
only an empirical basis, were now known to _ have 
chemical and physiological validity, with the result that 
they were suitable for detailed exposition. The outstand- 
ing victories of the past hundred years or so had been 
in the realm of preventive medicine. Public sanitary 
reforms could claim most of the praise for the very great 
fall in the national death rate and for the disappearance 
or diminution of great epidemic scourges, such as plague, 
typhus, infantile gastro-enteritis, and typhoid. The im- 
provement in the standard of living of the poor and the 
wider availability of good and suitable food had done 
more to lower the incidence and the fatality of tuber- 
culosis than had any specific treatment purely medical in 
nature. 

The general practitioner had had no particular share 
in those successes. When he himself started in practice 
preventive medicine was practically a synonym for public 
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hygiene, sanitation, isolation, and so forth. Gradually, as 
interest in social conditions developed, the part played by 
environment and economic circumstances in the preserva- 
tion of health and of life began to be realized. It was 
not irrelevant that in the last thirty years the infantile 
mortality rate during the first four weeks of life (before 
environment had had time to play a big part) had been 
decreased only from 42 to 30 per 1,000 births, whereas 
the mortality rate at ages six to twelve months had been 
decreased from 38 to Il. Taking another test, tubercu- 
losis was a disease that varied both in incidence and in 
fatality according to economic and other environmental 
circumstances. In 1913 the deaths from tuberculosis per 
million of the population totalled 1,340, whereas in 1936 
the total was 657. Few would claim that that decrease 
was due to increased medical skill in curing tuberculosis. 
More convincing still was the drop in new cases notified. 
In 1913 117,000 new cases were reported ; in 1936 59,0090. 
Again, one could not help being impressed by the fact 
that in 1936 the infant mortality rate of East Ham was 
50 per 1,000 births, but of overcrowded West Ham 70, 
and that the figures for Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Bradford, 
and Carlisle were 89, 83, and 86 respectively, as con- 
trasted with 42 for Bath and 39 for Bournemouth. The 
infant mortality for 1936 in the City of London was 141, 
in Bethnal Green 98, in Stepney 99, and in St. Maryie- 
bone (which included Harley Street, Wimpole Street, and 
Cavendish Square) 75, as compared with the Stoke 
Newington rate of 45 and the Lewisham rate of 56. 


A little while ago it seemed as though the possibilities 
of preventive medicine were nearing their limits, but 
further knowledge and experience had shown that that 
was far from being the case, even in the realm of collective 
hygiene. So long as the wide disparity that at present 
existed between the death rates of the poor and the rich 
and between the death rates of the industrial towns and 
the agricultural districts continued there would obviously 
be plenty of scope for social and economic reformers, and 
it was for general practitioners, who alone had the right 
of entering the homes of the people on confidential and 
friendly terms, constantly to force the facts on the atten- 
tion of the public. 


What Mr. Lloyd George Said 


It was interesting to recall what Mr. Lloyd George said 
in 1911 when he was telling the public about the glorious 
results that would follow the passing of the National 
Insurance Act: 


“The insurance committees will have to make reports to 
the municipalities and the Government on the health of their 
districts as it affects the administration of the Act. These 
reports will be most valuable. For the first time you will 
have reports on the health of fifteen million working-class 
households in this country. Think of what that means! 
There is no end to what you may be able to do in the way 
of social reform upon these searching, penetrating, and all- 
pervading reports on the causes of disease in the homes of 
the people. I am not for a moment minimizing the admirable 
work done by the medical officers of health, but a medical 
officer of health cannot visit every house in his district. Here, 
on the other hand, you will have tens of thousands of medical 
men, who will be serving these local health committees, visiting 
in the course of the year almost every home, and sending 
faithful reports to the health committees, upon which the 
majority will be representative of the working classes. There- 
fore the doctors will not have to consider the idiosyncrasies 
of men on the committee who possess local interests. They 
will be reporting to men whose main interest is the good 
health of their own families. For the first time in the history 
of this country you have got that portentous change to 
reckon with in social reform.” 


It was not to the credit of the panel doctors that they 
had let this promise slide easily into oblivion. 
The Collaboration of the Individual 


Preventive medicine, Dr. Roberts went on, was now 
seen to be of individual no less than of collective applica- 
tion. The value of the new scientific knowledge would be 
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wasted to a great extent if it was not understood by the 
people, and even for its effective social application the 
collaboration of the individual was found to be necessary. 
That collaboration could be secured only if informed 


persons in direct contact with ordinary men and women, 


persons in whom those individuals had confidence as 
friends and advisers, acted as missionaries of health. He 
believed that it was as a missionary, as a medical officer 
of health to the individual, that the ordinary doctor could 
render the greatest service to the community. 

All medicine was, in a sense, preventive in aim—that 
is to say, it endeavoured to prevent the bad becoming the 
worse, when no more optimistic outcome seemed feasible. 
In all such measures as injecting anti-diphtheritic serum, 
having drains attended to, or including iodine or thyroid 
in the daily dietary, as differing pathological tendencies 
indicated, the curative and the preventive were closely 
interblended. 

Largely as a result of their own policy and_ public 
expressions, general practitioners had, especially since the 
passing of the Insurance Act, been suspected by the public 
of caring only for the money they could obtain for their 
services, and that was unfortunate. There were three 
codes of conduct in this matter. There was what he 
would call the cad’s code: “Get the most you can and 
give the least you can”: there was the gentleman's code: 
“ Give the most you can and take only what you need” ; 
and there was what might be called the Quaker’s code: 
“Get the most you can and give the best you can,” which 
was a good enough working code for most people. 

It was not easy for a practising physician or surgeon, 
inevitably preoccupied with symptoms and urgent cen- 
sequences, habitually to take that wide view of pheno- 
menal sequence and interrelation which was necessary tf 
light was to be thrown on the great problems of pre- 
vention. There was a well-known Hippocratic saying: 
“To know the nature of man one must know the nature 
of all things,” to which might be appended the maxim 
of an old Spanish physician: “If you only know medicine 
you don't know that.” 


Discussion 


A discussion followed the lecture, in the course of 
which Dr. ALFRED Cox said he had noticed with regret 
that during the last few years the general practitioner had 
been developing an inferiority complex. Family doctors 
were indispensable ; as long as there were families there 
would have to be family doctors, and the idea behind the 
course of lectures that was. now being inaugurated was 
to enable them to do their work better and to be even 
more useful than they were at the present time. 

Dr. Mary BLaiRr stressed the desirability of general 
practitioners keeping themselves up to date by visiting a 
hospital regularly, about once a week, to see what was 
being done there. 

Dr. RapForpD thought it was very important that what 
were described as the two sections of the profession—the 
private general practitioner and the public health medical 
officer—should be fused into a harmonious whole, because 
the apparent conflict between them was most disastrous to 
both and most harmful to the real interests of the pro- 
fession and the public. He felt it had come about simply 
through economic causes. The dependants of the insured 
person had been eliminated from the State scheme, and a 
very large number of people had not sufficient money 
to pay their own doctor. All kinds of expedients had 
been introduced to deal with the situation by people who 
had no definite political philosophy for doing so, and 
who had therefore done a little here and a little there 
and had partly succeeded in driving a wedge between the 
two sections of the profession. That wedge would dis- 
appear when the economic difficulty was dealt with and 
when those who directed the affairs of the country had 
made up their minds what they were going to do about 
the poor—whether they were going to increase the pur- 
chasing power of the poor, so that they would be no 
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longer poor, or were going to make proper arrangements 
for the medical services to be extended to them. 

The CHAIRMAN thought that Dr. Blair’s idea of general 
practitioners attending ait a hospital once a week as 
students must be in the minds of many who were inter- 
ested in postgraduate work. It was hoped that if the 
course of postgraduate lectures which had been arranged 
was a success the scheme would be extended throughout 
the whole of the Metropolitan area, the classes being 
associated with the local hospitals and accessible to the 
local practitioners. There might then be an opportunity 
of associating the local practitioners with the life of the 
local hospitals, so as to stimulate the enthusiasm with 
which they started their careers and help them towards a 
better degree of postgraduate efficiency. Referring to 
Dr. Radford’s remarks he thought it was very desirable 
that a bridge should be built between the two sections of 
the profession to which Dr. Radford had referred. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Harry Roberts concluded the 
proceedings.

THE FUTURE OF MEDICAL PRACTICE 


Sir.—Dr. P. B. Spurgin, in the Supplement of April 2 
(p. 171), has rendered a great service by calling our attention 
to an immediate danger. When the dependants are brought 
within the scope of national health insurance (and who knows 
how soon this may not be?) there will be two alternative 
possibilities: on the one hand, a restricted service—with much 
of the medical care provided, as Dr. Spurgin suggests, by the 
public clinics—divided responsibility. and. necessarily, a re- 
duced capitation fee: on the other hand, a comprehensive 
service, undivided responsibility. and a larger capitation fee. 
There is no doubt that the latter alternative would be far 
better, not merely for our profession but for the community 
as a whole. both by reason of the continuity of advice and 
treatment secured and by the fact that full responsibility and 
adequate remuneration will secure the best type of doctor 
to do the work. 

The danger lies in the fact that extension of an Act of 
Parliament is likely to stereotype existing conditions. If, 
for example. medical officers of health report that all the 
infant welfare work is being done at public clinics, then the 
new Act is likely to provide that it shall continue to be 
done at public clinics. with the consequences set out above. 
The urgent need is for general practitioners to show that they 
can provide—and, better still, are actually providing-—these 
services which it is frequently supposed are only to be obtained 
at a public clinic. 

In the London area. as Dr. Spurgin mentions, a consider- 
able number of doctors have realized both the danger and 
the need, and are. through the London Public Medical Service, 
providing their patients with an infant welfare service as 
good as any that can be obtained at a public clinic. This 
Work is greatly appreciated by the patients, but unfortunately 
not. it would seem, by many medical officers of health. With 
a few striking exceptions the latter seem:to be shut off in 
the fastnesses of their municipal buildings, unappreciative of 
what is being done by the general practitioners in their districts. 
Is there not here, Sir, a most promising field for that co- 
Operation which the Minister of Health has so. strongly 
advocated?—I am, etc.,

Sir,—The letter from Dr. James Cook in the Supplement 
of March 26 (p. 159) states the position very clearly, and 
those of us who have sunk the whole of our capital (and 
probably borrowed money as well) in the purchase of our 
practice and home are faced with a big loss in the event of 
a State service being adopted. Such a service will be delight- 
ful for newcomers, but to those of us now engaged in practice 
the change will be disastrous. And yet to enable us to make 


a living it will be necessary for us to agree to the scheme— 
at any rate in a practice such as mine which is confined almost 
entirely to working-class patients. 

Surely, then, it is a definite duty for the British Medical 
Association to circularize its members to ascertain whether 
they are desirous that negotiations should take place with the 
Ministry of Health with a view to starting a comprehensive 
scheme for the treatment of the families of insured patients. 
At the present time trade is good and there are prospects of 
its keeping so for some time. Money is being found to finance 
increases in unemployment pay, increases in pay in the defence 
forces, and for rearmament ; also numerous bodies are raising 
the money to enabie their employees to have holidays with 
pay. It is useless to try and introduce a new scheme when 
there is a slump in trade; now is the time for us to make a 
move. With the increasing number of new entrants into our 
profession a State service can easily be started. and, in spite 
of our opposition. we shall be compelled to give way in order 
to make a living. It is my earnest opinion that action should 
be taken now ; procrastination will only leave us with regrets.

OBSTETRICTS IN POSTGRADUATE COURSES 


Sir,—The Ministry of Health is prohibiting the inclusion 
of instruction on obstetrics in the postgraduate courses fer 
panel doctors. Surely the Association ought to protest strongly 
against such a short-sighted policy. It is true attendance at 
confinements is not within the terms of service, but ante-natal 
work is. including treatment of the disorders of pregnancy. 
And in any case it seems folly when there is a gathering of 
practitioners for a general refresher course to omit such an 
important section of their work, whether it “comes under 
the panel” or not. 

The Ministry is supposed to be doing its utmost to improve 
the maternity service. It seems to be deliberately wasting an 
opportunity here, unless its policy is to discourage the general 
practitioner from doing this work.—l am, etc.,

Conference of the Group of Full-time Non- 
Professorial Medical Teachers, Laboratory and 
Research Workers 


The first meeting of the newly formed Group of Full-time 
Non-Professorial Medical Teachers, Laboratory and 
Research Workers was held at British Medical Association 
House, Tavistock Square, on Friday, March 25. Dr. A. J. 
Watson (London) was elected chairman of the meeting. 


Constitution of Group Committee 


Consideration was given to the constitution of the Group 
Committee. The Secretary reported that proposals were 
being submitted to the Council on April 6 under which 
the Group Committee would be elected by means of a 
postal vote among the members of the Group and would 
remain in office for a period of three years. There would 
be an annual meeting of the members of the Group at 
which a report of the committee on the year’s work would 
be submitted. The meeting decided that the Group Com- 
mittee should be elected on a territorial basis as follows: 
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Members 
Oxford and Cambridge 1 
Manchester and Liverpool 1 
Durham, Leeds, Sheffield 1 
Birmingham, Bristol, Wales .. 1 
Scotland and Northern Ireland 2 


After the April meeting of the Council nominations will 
be invited from members of the Group, and it is hoped 
to elect the Group Committee so as to enable it to hold 
its first meeting early in May. 


Work of the Group 


A general discussion followed upon the matters which 
should be dealt with by the Group Committee. It was 
mentioned that the position under which lectureships used 
to be a jumping-off ground for more important posts had 
now changed. Many of these posts were of a temporary 
nature, and the Group Committee should consider what 
steps could be taken with a view to placing them on a 
permanent basis. The superannuation position also needed 
consideration. 

The Association’s scale for non-professorial teachers, 
laboratory and research workers was considered, and it 
was pointed out that the application of this scale had 
given rise to considerable difficulty. It would be necessary 
for the Group Committee to consider what steps could 
usefully be taken in this matter, and the suggestion was 
made that a questionary might be issued.to the members 
of the Group with a view to obtaining full information 
en salaries, conditions of employment, etc. 

Reference was made to the position of those members 
of the Group who were engaged in academic posts with 
clinical appointments—that is, assistants to medical and 
surgical units. The prospect was sometimes held out 
that such an appointment would be a stepping-stone to 
an honorary appointment, but experience had shown that 
there were difficulties in obtaining such an appointment. 
The Group Committee should consider whether some scale 
might not be adopted for those engaged on the clinical 
side who held full-time academic appointments. 

A large number of anatomists and physiologists held 
appointments of a temporary nature with inadequate re- 
muneration, and it was suggested that the Group Com- 
mittee should consider what steps could be taken to give 
practitioners who elected to be members of an academic 
staff reasonable prospects and status. The view was ex- 
pressed that in general the salaries of those who entered 
upon the scientific life were most unattractive and com- 
pared unfavourably with those of members of the 
profession taking junior posts in the public health service. 
The result of this position was that many persons with 
science degrees were taking up bacteriology and bio- 
chemistry. 

Mention was also made of the disability under which 
a research worker suffered in the matter of scientific 
grants. He frequently carried out a useful piece of work, 
but no grant was forthcoming until the results of his 
research were concluded. It was suggested that this situa- 
tion needed review. The position of the employment by 
University authorities of senior practitioners with pensions 
was touched upon. It was felt that this situation was 
unfair to the younger members of the profession, as it 
frequently had the effect of lowering remuneration.
